Xew England's darkest period in his- 


tory, the age of witchcraft in Salem, was 
the subject of a very interesting 
lecture 


by Prof. John Fiske before the Chauuijig 
Fraternity iu the Unitarian church last 
evening, 


Jioduey F. Hemfmway introduced Mr. 


Fiske who opened his lecture by outlining 
the condition in Europe with regard to 
superstition. 


"Iu 1G70," he said, "in the province of 


Normandy 14 persons were condemned to 
.death for witchcraft. 


.-"What we have to not in all the cases 


-that come to our knowledge at these times 
is that tiie belief iu witchery was shared by 
the whole people. 
They 
had 
no more 


doubt of \tf existence than they had that 
burglary %viis committed. 
'It was 
one of 


the most deeply rooted of all the beliefs of 
the 17th century. 
"•-"At the present time In this part of the 
world there is no room for beliefs of this 
sort, but it is too much to say that, taking 
the world as a whole, it has become ex- 
tinct. 
It has passed from men's minds for 


the reason that the mind is now inhospita- 
ble to such ideas. Kesearch in physical 
science has had great influence in causing 
this result, and now natural law holds 
sway and leaves little room for the super 
stitious fancies of other days." 
^•-Lrle then cited a case in England where 
'a judge said the reality of whitchcraf 
was not open to question. 
""""It is difficult," Mr. Fiske went on 
"to refute such evidence as was allowec 
in the cases we know about, but it was on 
just such evidence that thousands lost 
their lives. 


"Witchcraft was epidemic in Europe 


and in 1515 there were not less than 500 
executions in the city of Geneva. 


Having reviewed the European condi. 


tiou of affairs at the time, he continued: 


"Considering everything New England 


seems to have been remarkably free from 
the spirit of superstition so prevalent. 
The more so because new countries were 
supposed to be subject to the attacks o: 
the evil one. 
During the 60 years follow- 


ing 1G40 Margaret Jones, who had the 
power to achieve remarkable 
cures with 


medicines made from herbs and tonics, 
was tried, convicted

Closing his remarks lie said that the 


witchcraft executions formed the most 
gruesome episode in the -whole history of 
New England 
and they had cast their 


lurid light all down the pathway of the 
later period.

In 1856, Ann Hibbard, highly 
connected with.many of the families, wa's 
langed after trial before Gov. Endicott. 
kittle or nothing is known in regard to 
the case." 
, Prof. Fiske then described the character 
and life of Cotton Mather and mentioned 
a book ot that writer on witchcraft. 


"The effect of this book," the speaker 


iaid, "was to call especial attention to 
the subject and it is in this way. I think, 


'otton Mather was responsible- for the 
roubles as they soon . afterward arose in 
Salem. 


If all the men of the time were as 


cautious and independent as he there 
would not have been the wholesale execll- 
-ions that were recorded. 
His rules of 


evidence that should be required were far 
u advance of any that were used in Eng- 
and years before. 


"But Mather's bonk did precipitate the 


mtbreak which came in the last ten years 
if the century and which expended its full 
orce in the town of Salem. 


There had been a remarkable 
freedom 


rom cases of the superstitious, but in 1092 
here were some circumstances that seemed 
o favor an outbreak. 
The shrieks of vic- 


tims at Schenectady had their effect and 
there seemed to be a spirit of witchery 
about. 
• . 


"A spark grew into a fire at Salem at 


the house of a minister named Paris. The 
Christian spirit of love and charity seemed 
to have Heel. 
Several children practiced 


the black art and they were upheld in 
their pleasure by their parents. 


"They were asked who bewitahed them 


and it was the way Mr. Paris was con- 
nected with the case that requires con- 
demnation. 
He had none of the freedom 


of spirit that characterized some of the 
men of the. time. 


"The girls found that they had got to 


account in some way for their queer ac- 
tions and they gave the names of Tituba, a 
half negro woman, and two old women of 
not high character, Sarah Goode and 
Sarah Osborne. Tiiuha turned king's evi- 
dence and said others were involved. The 
girls then gave the names of Martha 
Corey, aged BO, and .Rebecca Nourse, aged 
70. 
Both these women were of the 
high- 


est repute in the village and they were 
connected with leaders of the settlement. 


"They were all placed on'trial and this 


led every person to distrust his neighbors. 
If persons or such high character were sus- 
pected -who could be trusted ? 


"Records show us that 120 persons were 


thrown into prison hut the number -was 
pjrobaldy ns high as 200. 


"Although the book of Cotton 
Mather 


had stimulated the feeling in respect .to 
witchcraft it is evident that they did not 
in these trials follow out his directions in 
regard to it. He distinctly says that spec- 
tral evidence shall not be accepted 
and 


yet it was on spectral evidence and noth- 
ng else that executions were ordered."

movement for biennial elections as might 
have been expected. 


President Weeks of the Central Labo 


union was seen, by a SUN representative 
last night, and said that the local union 
took no action in regard to the matter but 
thatthe sentiment was opposed to bien- 
nial elections. 


They are opposed for several reasons 


first, because if bad men get 'into power 
two years is too long to keep them; 
second, if such men have but a one year 
term they will not dare to ignore their 
constituents to the extent to which thej 
would had they two years of security. 
A 


one year term holds legislators with tin 
people, a two year term makes them in- 
dependent of the people. 


Th>:n too when elections are held an- 


nually, they keep the working classes al- 
ways posted upon the progress of legis- 
lation, they give them an opportunity to 
seek reforms with more chance of success 
than would a. legislature made up of two 
year term men. Whether a man is elected 
tor one or for rive years, iff you ask;him 
for a favor and get refused that settles' the 
matter 
and 
so 
it 
would be with 


body 
of 
such 
men. When 


however, legislators are elected for 
single year, labor men have the advantage 
of being able to bring up their reforms 
perennially and thus keep them before the 
people. 
This 
is a means of general 


education on questions of labor reform 
that would be reduced at least by one half 
of the proposed constitutional amendment 
for biennial elections should be adopted. 


This is why the Central Labor union of 


Lowell and all the organizations it repre- 
sents are opposed to the charge. 


At the legislative hearing on the ques- 


tion of biennial elections the labor organi- 
zations were well represented but there 
was no labor man from Lowell to remon- 
strate. 


T. J'. Cahill of Lawrence, representing 


the textile workers of the commonwealth, 
said that there was only one business in 
the state which was affected by elections, 
and that was the saloon business. 


Charles A. Dean of Wakefield made a 


point for the remonstrants when he "as- 
serted that he had discovered that there 
were hut four of the 44 states in the union 
in which biennial elections were held. All 
but four had biennial sessions of the legis- 
lature, and elected their representatives 
for but one term. 
The lour states which 


had biennial elections and annual sessions 
are Georgia, Louisiana, "Mississippi and 
South Carolina. Mr. Dean said that the 
adoption of the resolve would place Mas- 
sachusetts in line with'those four states of 
the south and out of line with the others. 


Frank K. Foster representing the Bos- 


ton Typographical union said: 


"In other words, if there is virtue 


the suffrage, if representatives are ro be 
chosen by the people, it is absolutely 
necessary for the welfare of industry and 
commerce that the public be frequently 
'arniarized with those issues upon which 
legislation is sought. 


"It is unquestionable, even as a mere 


matter of dollars and cents, that it is 
cheaper to.maintain the curriculum fur- 
nished by the political platforms annually 


even though some of the professors are 


empirical and others dogmatic—than it 
to pay the cost of the political ignorance 
vliich would ensue from, splitting in twain 
>oliticiil opportunity. 


"I had the honor to be one of those who 


ubored for the abolition of the poll tax as 
a prerequisite for voting, and if my mem- 
ory serves me correctly, the opposition to 
hat abolition was much of the same kind 
as that which appears in favor of this re- 
iolve. 


"It should be possible to expect at 


east consistency from

pirit:.but how shall we reconcile the fact 
hat the people who then would have kept 
he. poor man paying a dollar a year foi 
he privilege of casting his ballot, "now ob- 
ect to paying a fraction of this dollar for 
he exercise of the same privilege which 
hey then were willing to attach a heavier 
ax upon ? 


"But we do not admit the contention 


f the petitioners, that this is a question 
f money cost. We oppose the order be- 
ause it is vicious in tendency,- opposed 
o public policy and an attemp't to vitiate 
.principle which is dear to our constit- 
.ents. 


"If, in the wisdom of the adminiatra- 


,ve branch of our government, it is

FOR the subject of a very interesting lecture 


by Prof. John Fiske before the Chanuing 
Fraternity in the Unitarian church lost 
evening. 
, Kodney F. Hemenway introduced Mr. 
Fiske who opened bis lecture by outlining 
the condition in Europe with regard 
to 


superstition. 


"In 1G70," he said, "in the province of 


Normandy 14 persons were condemned to 
death for witchcraft. 


"What we have to not in all the cases 


that come to our knowledge at these times 
is that the belief in witchery was shared by 
the whole people. 
They had 
no more 


doubt of its existence than they had that 
burglary was committed. It was "'tine .,r 
the ni'ist deeply rooted of all the beliefs of 
the 17th century. 


"At the present time in this part of the 


world there is no routil for beliefs of this 
sort, but it is too much to say thtit, taking 
the world as a whc.le, it has become ex- 
tinct. 
It has passed from men's minds ror 


the reason that the mind is now inho.ipita- 
ble to such ideas. Research in physical 
science has had great influence in causing 
this result, and now natural law holds 
sway and leavt-s little room for the super- 
stitious fancies of other days.", 


He then cited a case i n England where 


a judge said the reality of witchcraft 
was not open to question. 


"It is difficult," Mr. Fiske went on, 


"to refute such evidence as was allowed 
in the bases we know about, but it was on 
just such evidence that thousands lost 
their lives. 


"Witchcraft was epidemic in Europe, 


and in 1515 there were not less than 500 
executions in the city of Geneva. 


Having reviewed the European condi- 


tion of affairs at the time, he continued: 


"Considering everything New England 


seems to have bepn remarkably free from 
the spirit of superstition so prevalent. 
The more so because new countries were 
supposed to be subjecf to the attacks of 
the evil one. Dnriug the 00 years follow- 
ing 1640 Margaret Jones, who had the 
power to achieve remarkable cures with 
medicines made from herbs and tonics, 
was tried, convicted 
and 
hanged 
in 


Charlestown. 
Her 
power 
was called 


witchery. In ISM, Ann Hibbnrd, highly 
connected with many of the families, was 
hanged after trial before Gov. Endicott. 
Little or nothing is known in regard to 
the case." 


Prof. Fiske then described the character 


and life of Cotton Mather and mentioned 
a book of that writer on witchcraft. 


"The effect of this book," the speaker 


said, "was to call especial attention to 
the subject and it is in this way. I think, 
Cotton Mather was responsible for the 
troubles as they soon afterward arose in 
Salem.

The shrieks of -vic- 
tims at Schenectady had their effect and 
there seemed to be a spirit of witchery 
about. 


"A spark grew into a fire at Salem at 


the house-of a minister named Paris. The

was expected. 


Mr. Garvey was elected superintendent 


against the wishes of the republicans and 
at once pressure was brought upon the 
overseers to abolish the woodyard nlto- 
gethur. 


The expense of running the woodyard 


was urged as a reason, but the chief object 
•was to oust Mr. Garvey. 


If the expenditures on account of.wood- 


yard were exorbitant, why did not the 
overseers have them reduced, to an eco- 
nomical basis? 


The department is not to stop furnish- 


ing fuel to those who cannot purchase it 
and without the woodyard, it must go 
Into open market. 


The prices of wood purchased iu this 


manner may be reasonable for a time but 
there is greater room for fraud under such 
a system than there is in the present ar- 
rangement. 


But it is perhaps preposterous to reason 


with a body of men who understand 
thoroughly what they are doing. 
They 


are not seeking economy, they ~ are en- 
deavoring to avenge Holgate^s lapse and 
to frustrate Mr. Garvey's election. 


If the action be legal, as it is generally 


conceded to be, they will hare done this j 
completely but they have not provided any 
•ubstitute for the woodyard. It is much 
aasier to pull down than to build up.' It is 
now in order for the overseers to put into 
operation a means of providing wood for 
the poor, superior to that which tiey iave 
Just voted to abolish.
